THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 

To the inhabitants of the Town of Ossipee quali- 
fied to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the hall of 
the Y. M. C. A. Inc., in said town on the second Tuesday 
of March next, at nine-thirty o’clock in the forenoon, 
to act on the following subjects. 

Article 1. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for decorating the 
graves of soldiers. 

Article 2. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate twelve hundred dollars ($1200.00) 
towards the support of a Health Nurse. 

Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three thousand dollars 
($3000.00) to repair summer highways. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three thousand dollars 
($3000.00) for breaking roads in winter. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate thirty-five hundred dollars ($3500.00) 
to be used for the town needy. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5000.00) for defraying town expenses and making 
payment on tractor. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate five hundred dollars ($500.00) for 
defraying expenses of house and forest fires. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the repair 
and construction of bridges. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of four hundred dollars 
($400.00) for the Library. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) toward the 
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support and repair of the Community House. 

Article 11. To see if the town will authorize 
the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes 
and to allow them to make a discount for early pay- 
ment of taxes. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two hundred dollars 
($200.00) for controlling White Pine Blister Rust. 

Articie 18. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of nineteen hundred and 
elghty dollars ($1980.00) to be used on the road 
leading from Center Ossipee to Tuftonboro, provided 
the State will appropriate the sum of nineteen hundred 
and eighty dollars ($1980.00). 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred thirty-two 
dollars ($1382.00) to be used in developing the Lakes 
Region of New Hampshire, consisting of thirty-nine 
towns. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of nine hundred and five 
dollars and eighty-nine cents ($905.89) for Class V 
roads in order to receive from the state thirty-six 
hundred twenty-three dollars and fifty-four cents 
($3623.54). 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three hundred dollars 
($300.00) to build a bridge over the out-let of cold 
spring, so-called, said location being on the lower 
side of the field owned by Nelson Lattie, leading to 
the Cambridge Girl Scout Camp. Also, to hear the 
report of the committee on said proposed road.

To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate its proportion of Special State Aid 
Road money for the road leading from Center Ossipee 
to Tuftonboro, provided the bill now in the Legislature 
for such aid becomes a law. The State to give in 
proportion of two to one. 

To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1000.00) for the Ossipee Mountain Road in order 
to receive forty-three hundred and ninety dollars 
($4390.00) Federal Aid money. 

Article 20. Is it expedient to revise the con- 
stitution ? 

Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $300 for the Wolfeboro 
Hospital. 

Article 22. To choose a Selectman for three 
years, Town Clerk, Treasurer, Highway Agents, Audit- 
ors, and all other Officers and Agents for the ensuing 
year. 

Article 23. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 

I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as 
superintendent of schools, it being the seventeenth in 
the series of such reports. 

The old saying, “‘Hitch your wagon to a star,” has 
lately been changed to “Hitch your wagon to the next 
job in hand.” Doing that job as well as you can is 
what brings competence, character and happiness. 
Schools are aiming to fashion character as well as in- 
telligence, and earnest, untiring effort on the part of 
pupils is essential. Parents and teachers should co- 
operate to bring about the best results. Education 
today is looking at the side of service, asking how 
young people can become helpful in the community. 
The great world need at present is for a real, intelli- 
gent unselfishness among nations and individuals. 

In the country at large, it is said that half of the 
parents of pupils now in highschool had, themselves, 
no high school education. Thus, parents are pushing 
their children up to greater accomplishment. Boys 
and girls should appreciate this and give their best 
efforts to school work. 

Addition to Center Building 

The number of pupils in the elementary grades in 
Ossipee has increased until our rooms at the Center 
are greatly overcrowded. Teachers cannot do their 
‘best work when schools are too large, and more space 
and another teacher should be provided. I would 
recommend that an addition be made to the present 
building, providing two more rooms for elementary 
pupils, and basement space beneath. The fifth and 
sixth grades should be joined for a new school and the 
special room should be brought up from the basement 
where it is now located, in a crowded room with poor 
light and ventilation. We now have 145 elementary 
pupils in rooms that should accommodate only about 95. 

The teachers are a loyal, hard-working group but 
they should be given better conditions under which to

meet the needs of the pupils. We are endangering 

our state aid money by requiring a teacher to handle 

50 pupils in three grades in a room suitable for 35. 
Repairs. and Upkeep 

Provision should be made for completing the grad- 
ing of the athletic field at the Center. The shed at 
West Ossipee should be rebuilt and joined to the 
building. The roof at the Center School should, at 
least in part be shingled. The reseating at West 
Ossipee should be completed. Suitable seating should 
be provided for the gymnasium when used as an au- 
ditorium. 

Water Village School 

The location of this school is one of the worst in 
the state. So bad is it that we have been advised not 
to try to install sanitaries or special ventilation. The 
house sits in a swamp, without playground, having poor 
light and very poor approach. I recommend that the 
district purchase a lot suitably located and move the 
building. 

School Activities 

Visual education is still being carried on by the 
superintendent, showing motion pictures on science, 
health, geography, history, safety and literature. 

Athletics and playground activities are interesting 
and helpful features of school life. Basket ball teams 
have been especially successful this winter under the 
competent direction of Phil A. Bennett and Louise E. 
Collins. 

When the grading is completed on the athletic 
field, more outdoor activities can be undertaken. 
There should be places for volley ball, croquet, tennis, 
slides, teeters, swings and a baseball field. 

The orchestra is doing fine work, helping at vari- 
ous entertainments and school programs and broadcast- 
ing at Laconia and Portsmouth. Much credit is due 
Mr. Bennett for time put in on extra-curricula activi- 
ties. 
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The school paper published at graduation time 
deserves special mention and reflects credit on the 
English work of the high school. 

High School 

Ossipee should be glad that the four-year high 
school was established. Provision is thus made for 
our own pupils and a goodly number of others from 
neighboring towns. Last June we graduated a class 
of ten young people who have gone out to meet life’s 
problems. It is especially pleasing to note that one 
of those graduates, Beatrice Beckwith of Effingham, 
has been able to enter Posse College at Kendall Green, 
Mass., where she is happy and is making a good record. 
More of the Ossipee graduates ought to go on to higher 
institutions of learning. There is a call for young 
ladies to prepare fior teaching in elementary schools. 

Health Work 

I enclose the report of our efficient and hard- 
working nurse, Mrs. Marion W. Davis, R. N. The 
children in the public schools of Ossipee are being well 
eared for physically.
